A Baport Tkat tbe ChiU^a Had Blewa

WAsminnoii, Nor. t.— A mmor waa

Namticoxb, Pa., Nor. •.— A terrible 
esploiion of gaa ooooned yeaterday 

afternoon in No. 1 aliaft of tiie Susque- 
hanna Cool company^ mine causing the 

instant death of si.v men and so ba<lly 
burning and ii'4uriug several others 
that it is feared they will die. 
The killed are: 

William J. WiUiama, fifty yeara old, 
leavee a widow and f(pr chil^nn.

The oritically injured are: Dnrld

M When the news of the diaaater reached 
thia town there waa grant eacitement, aa 
It waa feared that many had been killed, 
Mid the relatiTaa and frianda of those 
known to be emplo yed in the mine 
flocked to the acene. While they waite<l 
for news from the abaft the acene wan 
harrowing iu the extreme. Womdn and 
children ran hither and thither, wi-ing 
ing their hands, wailing and weeping 
and seeking news and 8}'mpathy from 
relatives and acquaintances in the crowd. 
It was soon learned that, owing to th« 
fact that it was Stmday, there were but 
fourteen men at work in the mine at the 
time of the explosion. These were all 
either killed or badly htirt. The injui-ed 
were in such a condition that they could 
not be removed from the mine for aome 
time, and it is feared all will die. 

The accident wae said to be catiaed by 
the tjcploeion of a aafety lamp, but little 
stock IS taken in the theory. The gas 
was undoubtedly ignited by a naked 
light iu the handa of aome one of the 
men. 

Tlie damage to tiie ndnewHl reach 

$20,000. 

David L. Smith, Henry Williams and 
Howell Hofonski, three of the miners 
badly injured by the explosion, have 
since died. All of the injured miners 
have l>een removed to their homea. 

It has been definitely ascertained that 
the explo.sion wiis caused by the attemj)t 
of one of the miners to change the air

KUnaaloiM Ee«upe of a Number of l'«ir- 
; . eons flroai Instant Death 

Axb6k, O., Not. t.— With only two 
or three aacenda warning, a fonr-atory 
brick and atone donUe block on Howard 

street, in the very heart of the business 
part of the city, coUap.sed Saturday 
afternoon. 

Tlie accident hapi>ened at 1 •.0."> o'cliM'k. 
just at a time wlicn many of the em 
ployes in the two buildings were at din 
ner, and when aomparatively few peo- 
ple were passing in front of the block. 
Tlio crash of the falling walls was pre- 
ceded by a sharp cracking and the fall- 
ing of plastering within the building. 
Several persons within took warning and 
ran to the rear of the building. An in- 
stant later tbe front and side walls went 
down with a roar that waa heard aqnaree 
away. 

Almost miraculously, not a person 
was killed outright, although several 
were badly injured. Three ladies who 
were leaving the building weru caught 
by the falling walls. Mitw Xedclla 
Frank was pinioned to the earth bv a 
stone wdghing half a ton, whicli fell 
upon her drMa after ahe had been 
knocked down. fiBie eao^pod with 
slight bruise, 

Mrs. F. Miner, aged twenty-five, had 
her right leg cnuhed to a pulp. She 
will not probably survive. 

Frank 22iinmenaan, a candy maker, a' 
work in the fourth story, wa.s carrietl 
down in the debris and buried beneath a 
huge pile of the side walls and roof, but 
escaped with comparatively slight in- 
juries, 

Carl Summer, a bookkeeper for B. C. 
Herrick St Son, waa at work at his desk 
when the crash came. Ha was badly 
cut in the face, but was able to reach a 
window, thix)ugh wlxiob he leaped head- 
long. His desk waa bnried baneath 
tons of debris. 

One building was owned by Clark & 
Isabel, and waa occupied by B. C. Her- 
rick & son, jobbers and retailois in 
crockery and fancy goods. They ha< 
just received large quantities of holiday 
goods, tha bulk of which belugbreMka- 
ble, v^U be an absolute loaa. The firm 
places its loss at a~0.00o. 

The Howard building was occupied by 
S. B. LaCferty, wholesale candy manu- 
facturer, baker and restaurateur. His 
individual loss amounts to nearly $10,000.
